Stanford White was plotting to kill 
Evelyn Thaw with drugs. He leaped 
to his feet, cried out and ran into the 
street without his hat. At first he 
tried to talk to his intimates of the 
vision, but they laughed at him and 
called him, in the cheerful verna- 
cular of the Tenderloin, a 'dope,* 
aad advised him to 'cut out the 
booze.' 
So after* that he brooded 


in silence, fending his diseased fancy 
on the hallucinations until he shot 
White, believing that in shooting 
him he had saved his wife's life. He 
believed the vision was real then; 
he believes it is real now."

Anthony Conistock, lying danger- 


ously iU of pneumonia at his home 
in Summit, N. J., gave an authorized 
interview, which is one of the most 
important contributions to the his- 
tory of the Thaw case that has yet 
been furnished, with the exception 
of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw's awn won- 
derful story told under oath on the 
stand ia the trial of her husband' for 
th* murder of Stanford White. 


"I know that Stanford White was 


a human monster," said the Invalid 
heud of '.the Anti Vice Society. 
"I 


know that much of what Mrs. Harry 
Thaw has stated as a witness Is true. 
T know thftt Stanford White's den in 
the lower of Madtaou Square Gar- 
den was as she described it. I know 
that. White made a business of ruin- 
ing; young girls, I know of at least 
one specific Instance. 
And what T 


know I learned after I had been giv- 
en the first clews by Harry Kendall 
Thaw hlmwelf. 


"My first knowledge of this case 


dates from the summer of 1»06— 
about a year before the killing, 1 
should a*y.

" 'He has tome In my own life in 


such * way that I desire above every-

and he has an infamous den in the 
tower of the Madison Square Gar- 
den." 


"That In effect 
was his state- 


ment," continued Mr. Comstock, "al- 
though, of -course. I asked him a 
reat deal more of tbe matter. He 
lett after securing my promise to 
Investigate. He agreed to pay the 
cost, of looking into the case. He at 
once mailed me a check of sufficient 


to defray the necessary expenses 


aad subseauently wrote me several 
times upon the subject of White, 
asking each time what progress we 


making;. 


"Our Investigation confirmed to a 


great degree what Thaw had told 
me. Our detectives were astounded 
at what they discovered. We work- 
ed hard, and I learned a great deal, 
but of all cases these are the hardest" 
to prove under the rules of evidence, 
and before risking an arrest I de- 
termined to catch White red-handed 
in MB iniquity. 


In the 
Dragon's Tower. 


"I'learned.'that his rooms in the 


tower were as Mrs. "Evelyn Thaw 
has described them in the trial. Two 
of our detectives endeavored to hire 
robins In the.same tower in order to 
witch his goings and comings. The 
deal w*» almost completed when one 
of the detectives made a beagle. 
Something <i;hlch he said or did gave 
the alarm to the janitor, and al- 
though we were on the waiting list 
for a long time, and although sev 
ertl time* apartments in the tower 
were vacant, we were never able to 
secure a suite or a single room. We 
were stilt vainly trying to arrange a 
trap from -which there would'be no 
escape for White when he dismantled 
his room In the tower." 


Haw Thaw 
Played Whist. 


It has frequently been Twmarlc*d 


that Thaw's style' of whist playing 
was that of a crazy man, and on 
the very night of the shooting of 
Stanford White (June 15) that re- 
mark had been made by whtot play- 
ers in the Manhattan Club, within 
a stone's .throw of the scene of the 
killing.
